months we may reasonably expect 
the large hat, and if it is to achieve 
success at any time of the year, it 
must be now, when the setting is 
appropriate, 

The situation warrants a little 
study, for it is an interesting one. 
The designers of our millinery are 
interested in fall and winter mod- 


els, not summer ones. They are 
offering, tentatively, new shapes 
and trimming ideas, and while 


wo are in the midst of summer we 
are preparing for winter, not only 
in our minds but in some of our 
purchases, In no department of 
dresa is this as true as the one 
Shat deals with headwear, 

A new hat is good medicine, but 
whether it is purchased as a stim- 
wiant to one’s morale, or simply 
because the buyer wants a hat— 
there is never a diminution in 
our interest in millinery offerings. 
Never has there been so many 
shapes, sizes, materials and ways 
of decoration, and the situation, 
therefore, resolves itself into a 
most unusual one, for it presents 
a study in types—there is a hat 
for each individual. 


Felt Holds Its Lead 


Expecting straws, we find felts 
fn quite the same proportion, if 
not In a greater ratio, than any 
other material. Many women 
argue that a felt is a possibility 
at any time of the year, and if, 
after careful search, just the right 
shape and color has been acquired 
—with a special costume in mind, 
it 1s well to choose a fabric that 
will be appropriate in the early 
fall as well as during the summer. 
Felt is such a fabris. 

And, curiously, every woman {n- 
cludes at least one black felt hat 
in her wardrobe, although it is, in 
a way, logical to do go, since black 
{a an all-the-year-round color 
choice, just as felt is an all-the- 
year-round fabric choice. Felt, as 
we know it today, is a light-weight, 
supple, soft styff that takes color 
beautifully, and will do practically 
anything that is asked of it. There 
are some lovely batiked felts dis- 
played, 

Another all-the-year-round ma- 
terial is satin, but it is not as 
popular as felt, for many reasons, 
chief among them its texture. The 
shiny surface is less generally be- 
coming than a dull surface, and 
soft color effects are not as gen- 
eral in this fabric. But the satin 
hat can be worn spring, summer, 
fall or winter, proving an excellent 
between-season hat when combined 
with straw. One must have variety, 
of course, 


Grosgrain Is Also Important 


Rivaling satin as a fabrio for 
any season of the year, grosgrain 
is an important item in the fabric 
Mest. It serves, also, as a trimming 
for other materials, and there are 
more felt hats with grosgrain bands 
than with any other general trim- 
ming. Materials must be supple, 
for there is a general fancy for 
fabric working, many of the smart- 
est models depending on the use of 
the hat material for their trim- 
ming, as well as their shape. 

There are some exotic straws— 
there would have to be, if they are 
to receive honorable mention in a 
ligt that includes fabrica as popu- 
lar as felt and satin. Leghorn, 
Ballibuntl, Bangkok, Bengal, Milan 
and the novelty straw shapes are 
featured, and there are some 
worthwhile straw and felt com-

As for trimmings, they are, in @ 
manner of speaking, neglible. There 
is so much accomplished with the 
fabric of which the hat is made, 
before the subject of trimmings is 
considered, that there 1s Itttle left 
for the latter except to serve 4s 
an accent. Fancy pins, embroid- 
eries, appliques, stitchery — all 
used in moderation are the fav- 
orite means to a decorative end. 
An over-trimmed hat spells ruin 
for the costume. 


The Small Hat Still Rules 


As warm weather approaches, 
the general trend is toward brims. 
The medium and very wide brim 
are a foregone conclusion, for they 
are eminently suited for wear with 
sheer and printed dresses. But the 
small hat refuses to yield its posi- 
tion as ruler of the hat mode, pur- 
suing its varied way quite as in- 
dependently as ever. And its 
variety continues a source of 
amazement to everyone, for it never 
fails in its purpose. 

Attention may seem to be evenly 
divided between the headline of 
hats and the brims, and the new 
idea of fitting the hat to the head 
of the individual is directing 
thought toward the shape of the 
crown in relation to the shape of 
the head and the face. The hair 
line is also considered, and brims 
are chosen with the figure. as well 
as the face in mind. This ts as It 
should be, for thers are types 
enough to make individuality pos- 
sible. 

There is a deal of wisdom in the 
idea of individually shaped hats; 
and another helpful trend is the 
one that makes a hat for each 
costume imperative since the hat 
is quite as important as sleeves or 
neckline. If one is clever, it {3 
possible to select a hat that will 
belong with equal fitness to more 
than one costume—it is a matter 
of color, mostly. Shaping is 
achteved by folds, and tucks and 
pinching the material. 


Several Families Represented

It is made wholly of 
the satin and would prove an ex- 
cellent choice for general wear, 
since it would be smart with black 
and at the same time would serve 
as an accent when the color of the 
costume demanded it. Its trim- 
ming consists of a triangular fancy 
pin. 

Allover embroideries are the 
making of the little model that 
reminds us forcibly that the cloche 
is still with us. Its brim is the 
type that is generally becoming to 
so many different types of faces. 
It shelters and shadows in the in- 
terests of becomingness. Again 
there is no trimming other than 
the double-headed, fancy pin that 
{s placed in just the right position 
for effect. A charming little sum- 
mer model of many uses.

that it is growing even wider, al- 
though there are many medium- 
wide brims to be had, And the 
smartest of the wide-brimmed 
models are wide in back, some in- 
teresting ideas being worked out 
with felt and straw, velvet and 
straw, all straw, felt or velvet. If 
the hat is very wide of brim, the 
latter “floppy,” the poke effect may 
result, which is charming. 

In the mode! of light-weight 
straw combined with Georgette, 
one sees the very wide brim that 
keeps its width in back. The crown 
is of the straw and the brim ygoos 
halves with the Georgette which 
swathes the crown. The flower 
effect at the side is achieved by the 
use of vari-colored beads and there 
are ends of grosgrain ribbon. Flow- 
ers are losing thelr popularity as a 
trimming for hats—perhaps that is 
because we wear them on our 
frocks. 


Failored Effects Prevail 


A second model, in two straws-—— 
one colored, the other white, keeps 
the brim wide all the way round. 
It is smartly tailored in its line 
and its trimming both, for there ts 
nothing out of that spirit in the 
velvet band and bow, and the 
fancy pin of rhinestones and 
pearls, This is another type of hat 
that will complement more than 
one costume, especially if its 
chosen colors are black and white. 

There is no question in our 
minds of the inevitable winter that 
will bring velvet back into the pic- 
ture. And to remind us, when we 
are not thinking of it, we have a 
smart picture hat of velvet. How 
lovely the stuff is! And what a 
delightful model has been achieved 
by simply cutting the brim and 
turning half of it upward, abrupt- 
ly, and fastening it with a bow- 
knot of brillfants. It reconciles 
one to winter, such a hat, 


An Ensemble Of Plaided Silk And 
Plain Is Most Effective 
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P to the first days of really 
warm weather one dallied 
pleasantly with the idea of 


bathing togs. Yet, the pleasant 
hours in the surf are not definite 
possibilities until the heat makes 
them so, and apparel! for surf and 


sea is not imperative. Those days 
have arrived, and the problem of 
correct, comfortable, appropriate 
and smart beach wear must be 
solved. Since vacation time for 
someone will fill both the summer 


months, attractive ways of solving 
this problem will be constantly 
appearing. 

It will follow, logically, that style 
details will keep pace with the 
new things of the general mode. 
Materials may be the exception to 
this rule since they must meet the 
rather imperious demands of sun 
and sea; yet, as many of the fash- 
jonable fabrics, as will answer 
these demands, will be used. The 
silhouette, colors and trizaming de- 
tails will link beach fashiona to all 
the other fashion groups, yet per- 
mit individuaiity just the same. 

Brevity of skirt is an accepted 
thing so far as the mode is con- 
cerned, and beach wear 1s exceed- 
ingly brief, especially for the swim- 
mer. The ensemble makes itself 
felt in the many groupings of at- 
tractive garments, and the woman 
who really cares for effect will see 
to it that her suit is properly com- 
plemented with a beach cape or 
coat and headwear, cap and what- 
ever other accessories she may re- 
quire—these accessories chosen 
with due regard, one for the other. 

Variety in the type of garment 
is not as noticeable as variety in 
the expresgion of type. The one 
or two-plece swimming suit, tunics, 
slips, coats and capes, and fashion 
details would seem to cover every- 
thing. But such a Hist would 
merely be a heading for the story, 
which would be written in two 
chapters under the titles of sea 
and beach garments. True, a happy 
medium can be struck in apparel 
for the woman who takes a dip in 
the water but spends most of her 
time on the sands. 

It is the difference between gar- 
ments suitable to action, and those 
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that have to do with inaction, that 
difference is broad. There are few 
fabrics that will withstand wetting 
and drying out in the sun to the 
extent that is demanded of real 
swimming apparel. The swimmer 
is likely to alternate a rest in the 
sun with action in the water which 
means that even greater wear 
comes on the color and texture of 
which the suit {s made. 

Nothing has been found that has 
proven equal, much less superior, 
to the familiar wool jersey, which 
has been made really beautiful and 
quite as workable as silk. Flannel 
is being used for tne shorts that 
sometimes accompany & shirt of 
jersey—the latest contribution to 
swimming apparel, but it merely 
answers the purpose without ef- 
fecting the popularity of the latter. 
However, the short-and-shirt com- 
bination is a real rival of the one- 
piece sult. 

The use of a light shirt with dark 
trunks makes possible some most 
interesting color combinations, and 
color is most important in every 
model offered, no matter what ita 
purpose may be. Black and white, 
or blue and white, seems to lead 
{n the list of favorite combinations, 
but there are many others seen. A 
belt is threaded into the fabric at 
the waistline, and many times that 
belt is made of the material of the 
shirt, 

There is little excuse for either 
the one or the two-piece bathing 
suit unless the wearer plans to 
swim. If she does not, the ap- 
proved attire is a tunic slip of 
some attractive material worn over 
tights of a contrasting color. That 
means that there Is a wide range 
in the silks and crepes, as well as 
in satin, novelty cotton and jersey. 
And there is also opportunity for 
color combinations of great charm 
~-one need not be as careful as 
when the costume is to be repeat- 
edly drenched and dried. 

One clever person has divided 
the people who frequent the 
beaches into three, instead of two 
classes, namely—swimmers, bath- 
ers and ‘‘sand-decorators.” But 
there is really no reason why the 


first two should not be decorative 
“as a matter of fact, they are. It 
{s quite amazing what has been 
done with the jersey swimming sult 
this year, not only with weave, but 
with embroideries and appliques—~ 
weaving has certainly become an 
interesting fine art. 

As a proof of this—the jersey 
sult in the illustration, It {is car- 
ried out in the favorite black and 
white, and gives one the impres- 
sion of a stenciled pattern, done in 
black on a white background, The 
tights are white with a wide black 
euff and the neckline is bordered 
with the black, A sult of this 
type has nothing about it that will 
restrict the actiona of the swim- 
mer, and is certainly decorative, 
if its wearer wishes to tarry on the 
sands, 

The second tllustration expresses 
the beach mode as it is applied to 
the woman who does not swim, but 
may, perhaps bathe, A soft plaided 
taffeta is its material, and it pos- 
sesses a surplice line and a side-tie 
fastening that is extremely effect- 
ive, The slip is bound with a plain 
silk, the trunks are of the plaided 
fabric, and there is a cape, col- 
lared with the plaid, to complete 
the ensemble. The cape fabric 
matches one of the colors in the 
silk. 

Some of the jersey swimming 
suits have yokes and many of them 
have a V-neckline. Compose color 
effects are very generally favored, 
stripes that run in diagonals or in 
a hit-or-miss pattern are noted, 
and there are some effective round- 
and-round stripes. Sometimes the 
two-piece suit has a shirt that 
shows stripes in white and the color 
of the shorts with which it is worn. 
An all-blue jersey suit has a high 
neck as its distinguishing feature. 

The compose suit is carried out 
{n taffeta, this time the garment 
being of the slip variety. The yoke 
{s white, the next color a rich 
orchid shade that deepens to royal 
purple at the hem. A printed slip, 
its design very gay and bold, has a 
square neckline that is finished in 
bow effect at one side—it is notice- 

able that nearly every model fea-

tures somo one detail, attention not 
distracted from it by other details, 
There is a slip offered in moire 
silk that carries with it the manu- 
facturer’s guarantee that the moire 
pattern will not wash or wear oft— 
this is a distinct asset. There are 
some most attractive coats and 
capes—the latter with a swagger 
effect that no coat could ever 
possess. Jersey is again a favorite 
material, and one ensemble that 
attracted a great deal of attention 
in a smart shop window had shorts 
of hunter's green jersey, & shirt f 
striped jersey in the green an 
white, and a coat like the shirt 
collared in the solid greem, 
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
